1961, The most of this increase 
is $36,287.00 in the school 
maintenance account.

helped some but a 614 mill in- 
crease was still necessary, 
When the tax bills are mailed 
out, these. facts should. be ré- 
membered. When there is a 
large increase in the amount 
raised and the valuation of 

property increases by .a small 

amount, then the tax rate is 
going to inerease by a large 
amount,
